ANTICIPATORY IMPORTS. 
In the year 1894 the United States 
Imported woolens, exclusive of dress 


goods, to the value of $6,756,321. Our: 


imports of the same class of goods in 
1896 amounted to $21,886,528. In other 
words, our imports of woolens, other 


than dress goods, were 300 per cent. 


greater in 1896 than in 1894. Our im- 
ports of dress goods in 1896 were of 
the value of $14,399,844, as compared 
to $8,508,962 in 1894. 

The explanation of this wide dis- 
crepancy between the imports of 
woolens in 1894 and in 1896 is simple. 
In the former year the tariff bill was 
pending in Congress, which proposed 
material reductions of duty. In 1896 
a tariff bill was pending in Congress 
which proposed a material increase in 
the rates of duty. The measure pend- 
ing in 1894 tended to curtail importa- 


tions for the time being. The lower 


duties having become operative, there 
was a grand rush, in 1896, to bring 
in foreign goods before the higher 
rates of the Dingley tariff should go 


| into effect. 


In considering the causes affecting 
present industrial conditions, these 
facts should be given the weight to 
which they are entitled. The im- 
mense anticipatory importations of 
the period preceding the enactment of 
the Dingley tariff must be disposed of 
in the channels of.consumption before 
the demand for goods of domestic 
manufacture can reach its maximum. 
While the purchasing power of the 
American people has greatly increased 
during the past few months, it is ex- 
pending itself in a large degree upon 
the vast stock of foreign-made goods 
imported in anticipation of the higher 
rates of duty. The total volume of 
business has greatly increased; but 
because of the glut of imported goods, 
American manufacturers have not yet 
experienced the full benefits of the 
increased demand for commodities, 
and of the increased ability of the peo- 
ple to purchase the articles of neces- 
sity and luxury. Consequently, the 
benefits of the new tariff have not yet 
fully reached the wage-earners. In the 
nature of things it will take time for 


’ the full accomplishment of this benefi- 


cent result. As the stocks of foreign 
gooGés become @&hausted, the demand 
for domestic products will rise, for the 
rates of duty imposed by tne new pro- 
tective tariff will tend strongly to 
exclude the foreign products, to the 
benefit of American enterprise and 
American labor. | 
The benefits which have already 
aecrued to American labor by reason 
of the new order of things are wide- 
ppread, but they merely foreshadow 
the larger benefits which will follow, 
when the logical and certain results 
of the protection regime shall have 
been fully realized. Far more men 
are employed in productive industry 
today than were employed at any time 
during President Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration. But we have only entered 
upon the great era of industrial and 
commercial activity which is certain 
to advance with cumulative force if 
the conditions favorable to its advance 
be maintained, 
Encouraging as are the general con- 
ditions of industry and trade at the 
nt time, the outlook for the future 
etill more encouraging. There have 
diready been numerous advances of 
wages, and more will follow, as the de- 
jnand fot domestic products, and con- 
bequently for domestic labor, in- 
sreases. It is an economic law which 
ie well-nigh immutable, that wages 
are the last of all commodities to ad- 
vance in times of prosperity, and the 
firat to decline in times of depression. 
The fact that the general tendency 
pf wages is upward is one of the sure 
| tles that the prosperous condi- 
ons upon which we have entered are 
anent. These conditions will 
u6é #0 long as the causes which 


have brought them into existence are 
suffered to remain in force. 

The reversion from industrial stag- 
nation to industrial activity cannot be 
fully accomplished in a day nor in a 
year. But from now on the forward 
progress of the country’s industries 
and trade will be continuous, unless 
the people permit themselves to be 
deceived and betrayed by political 
demagogues and mountebanks, as they 
were deceived and betrayed in the year 
of grace, 1892. 


THE HORSELESS CARRIAGE. 

Evidences accumulate that the horse- 
less carriage, or motorcycle, has “come 
to stay.” Its use is steadily extending, 
and it has certainly passed the experi- 
mental stage. In its present state of 
development, it gives far greater 
promise of popularity than the bicycle 
gave in the preliminary period of its 
development. It is not improbable that 
great and radical improvements will 
be made in the motorcycle in the near 
future. But the indications are that. 
even if such improvements be not 
forthcoming, the self-propelling vehicle 
will surely win its way to popular 
favor, because of the undeniable: ad- 
vantages it now possesses over ve- 
hicles drawn by animal power. These 
advantages appear, on the whole, to 
be much greater than the disadvan- 
tages of the vehicle in comparison to 
horse-power propulsion. . Of course, in 
many cases, the use of horses will be 
indispensable, even if motorcycles 
came into general use. But for a large 
variety of purposes the horseless ve- 
hicle will win its way by reason of its 
inherent superiority and adaptability 
to the service required. 

There is still much difference of 
opinion as to the best motive power. 
Naphtha, steam, compressed air and 
electricity each has its enthusiastic 
advocates, and highly-efficient vehicles 
have been constructed, employing 
these sources of energy, respectively, 
as the motive power. But the contest 
seems to lie principally between 
naphtha and electricity. The latter, 
for various reasons, is preferable to 
all other sources of energy if its use 
can be made as economical in a com- 
mercial sense. 

The London Electrical Cab Com- 
pany has recently put in service sev- 
eral coaches propelled by storage bat- 
teries, and it is reported that the 
scheme promises to be a great suc- 
cess. The cabs are said to “thread 
their way through the traffic of the 
busiest streets with ease,” and to be 
doing a brisk business. It is esti- 
mated.that their earnings will aver- 
age about $3.09 per day, and that the 
total cost of current and maintenance 
will be about 88 cents per day each. 
If these estimates be confirmed by ex- 
perience, the enterprise may certainly 
be considered an unqualified success, 

An electric carriage has _ recently 
been put on the market by a firm in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., which is said to pos- 
sess several advantages over any other 
similar vehicle. It is thus described 
by a writer in the Pittsburgh Dis- 
patch: 

“It is a very neat, well-balanced and 
stylish equipage on four wheels, having 
four seats, back to back; and a low 
front dashboard. The weight com- 
plete is 1800 pounds only. The motor 
weighs 142 pounds, driving on the rear 
axle, 1000 revolutions per minute, and 


‘making single reduction at a ratio of 
9 to 1. The motor and gear-caseé is | 


entirely inclosed, being water-proot 
and dust-proof. The batteries weigh 
760 pounds: They are apparently both 
cheap and durable, and their inventor 
predicts great results from them. The 
carriage has three regular speeds, the 
highest speed being twenty-five miles 
an hour. The steering is done by a 
vertical handle in front, which has so 
light a movement, that finger pres- 
sure will govern it. The carriage has 
an electric bell, headlight and two side- 
lights, and on the dashboard in front 
of the driver is a combination testitig 
instrument for volt and ampere read- 
ings, the indications of which are visi- 
ble to the driver. The price of the car- 
riage is expected to bring the horse- 
less vehicle within the reach of every- 
day users. A number of delivery wag- 
ons aré being built on the same gen- 
eral lines.” | 
The era of horseless vehicles is .ob- 
viously not far distant. And with it 
will come the era of good roads, a 
higher civilization, and the more gen- 
eral distribution of the ¢omforts, con- 
veniences and luxuries of life. 


An American girl has won 4 big 
musical prize in Beflin, which goes 
to show, as usual, that when the 
bright, breezy bonny and ‘beautiful 
American girl goes after anything, she 
gets it, whether it be man, beast, prize 
or decoration. The World is her 
oyster—God lové her! 


The London Chronicle prints a 
Vienna dispatch which states that 
Mark Twain is confined to his bed 
with the gout, and complaining of a 
“tooth pain in the toe.” We venture 


the assertion that Mark never said 
any such thing. What he did call it, 
we do not doubt, was “toothache in 
the toe.” The other expression is 
simply a sample of the awkwardness 
of English speech, or else some Dutch- 
man sent the dispatch. “Tooth pain 
in the toe,” indeed! Catch the witty 
Mr. ‘Twain using any such ear-grating 
language as that! 


Sefior Sagasta, the Spanish states- 
man, is in the position of Barkis, the 
only hitch in the proceedings being 
definite information as to whether the 
other people are “willin’.” The emi- 
nent sefior is the right man for the

A Great Conversion, 


IMPSON TABERNACLE was lit- 

erally packed from floor to roof 

yesterday morning; the aisles were 
jammed with chairs, the choir loft 
Was overflowing, the pulpit platform 
was fringed with people glad to find a 
resting place even upon the steps, while 
crowds filled every available foot of 
standing room in the whole great au- 
ditorilum and many were unable to 
gain admittance at all. Bishop New- 
man preached the sermon, holding the 
closest attention of his congregation 
for considerably more than an hour. 
Using at his text, “Saul, Saul, why 
persecuteth me?’ Acts xiv, 26, he de- 
livered a powerful discourse on the 
doctrine of conversion, taking the life 


of the apostle Paul as his chief illus- 
tration. 


The bishop said tn part: “I will dis- 
cuss two propositions: That the con- 
version of man is a supernatural 
change, a change of heart, and that 
the succeeding life of the man fur- 
nishes the most indubitable evidence 
of the actuality of such a change that 
we can ask. This life is one fact. The 
life to come is its companion fact. The 
companion truth of conversion is the 
fall of man. You need regeneration, 
and the companion truth of that fact 
is that you are in a lapsed condition. 
The divine truth never comes isolated. 
With the great doctrine of regenera- 
tion comes that of the conversion of 
the soul. All else is naught without it. 

“What is this regeneration? Con- 
version is not a physical change. The 
biblical meaning of heart is intellect, 
conscience, affectional nature. The in- 
fluence of conversion on the physical 
life is often grand, and _ should be 
grander, but in conversion it is the in- 
tellectual part that is aroused. When 
a man is an infidel, he requires a 
double conversion, of heart as well as 
intellect. t fear that entrance has 
been made so easy that the church is 
largely filled with unconverted people. 
There is a difference between reforma- 
tion and conversion. The latter is 
more than devotion. 

“I have learned that moral degener- 
acy comes on by degrees, and it is 
necessary to watch carefully the sensi- 
bilities of the soul and its attitude 
toward and relation to Christ. Con- 
version is the invéstment of power. 
whereby man can conform to the re- 
quirements of the divine law. Heaven 
is an eternal advancement toward 
God, and hell the eternal retrogression 
from God. Conversion is the invest- 
ment of power to be natural. Christ 
“was the most natural man who ever 
walked the earth. Nature is the veri- 
est offspring of the Almighty. What 
you want is to denounce the abnormal 
condition of man and to preach the 
normal condition. Nothing is purer or 
truer than nature. There is too much 
superficiality in the thinking pulpit 
today. What clergymen need today is 
courage to utter the truth wherever 
they find it. The Holy Ghost converts 
a man constitutionally. Men are con- 
verted individually, not all in the same 
way, and the great thing for each to 
know is that his sins are foreign, and 
that he is on the way to heaven.” 


|} EV. EDWARD F. GOFF com- 
pleted his pulpit ministrations in 
the First Congregational Church 
yesterday. During the week he will re- 
turn to his own church in Riverside. 
Next Sunday the Rev. O. V. Rice will 
occupy the pulpit and present the work 
of ‘“‘The Children’s Aid Society,’ and 
on October 17, Dr. Warren F. Day will 
again be in his accustomed_place. 

Mr. Goff preached on ‘The Bible,” 
from the text: “From a, child thou 
hast known the holy scriptures, which 
are able to make thee wise unto salva- 
tion through faith which is in Christ 
Jesus,’ Second Timothy iii, 15. He 
said: ‘‘When we study the Bible it is 
well for us to keep in view the purpose 
for which it was written. Any man 
who criticizes a great work forgetful 
of the object for which it was produced 
is guilty of folly. The Bible was not 
written to instruct men in science—in 
geology, geography, astronomy. It was 
not written as a text book in history, 
nor as a > yee of literary excellence;, 
but it was written for the noblest, 
most comprehensive, most  philan- 
thropic purpose of which we can con- 
ceive—to men. It is a father’s 
message to a lost child to induce him 
to return home, and to tell him how 
to do so. The story of the prodigal son 
is an epitome of the Bible. If we al- 
ways keep this in view when we are 
judging of it, difficulties and alleged 
discrepancies will seem as insignifi- 
cant as incorrect spelling and faulty 
grammar in a deed to a great estate. 
If, at the beginning of this volume, 
God appears stern, exacting, terfible, 
you must remember that it was ad- 
dressed to.a barbaric age, in which the 
evil passions of men were dominant, 
and that needed just such a revelation; 
but revelation, like man, is progres- 
sive, and, as he advanced in intelli- 
gence and became more susceptible to 
the tenderer feelings of love and of 
mercy; God assumed a more fatherly 
relationship until at last he manifested 
Himself in Jesus Christ.

The other day I was interviewed by 
@ reporetr who was preparing a Sym- 
posium of minsterial opinion concern- 
ing the modern use of the Bible; spe- 
cifically, whether the Bible was not 
losing its grip, ahd is not so much 
studied and quoted as in former days. 
What the reporter, or the editor who 
sent him out, had in his mind, as I 
gathered during our conversation, was 
the old times when children conned 
Bible texts for punishment, and the 
Puritan days when of the Word of 
God so much was spoken. “Don’t you 
think,” he asked, “that people do not 
read the Bible so much now as when 
they used to have family prayers, and 
that sort of thing, you know?’ Peo- 
ple have family prayers yet—but, not 
to quibble, I saw what he was driving 
at, and that was: that nowadays there 
is not so much made of the Bible as 
in other times. 


Doubtless we don’t read the Bible 
ehough, but I am not ready to take up 
the cry that we have deserted the 
book. I don’t think the Bible ever 
had a deeper hold on men’s hearts than 
is has today. Much of the outward rev- 
erence for its words is gone, but we 
have a truer respect for its ideas. I 
believe that cvery science, that all lit- 
erature, that all universities and seats 
of learning, that our leading statesmen, 
that government counsels, that, in 
short, the whole social life of the race 
is a little neares the Bible idea of 
things, and that Bible ideas have more 
weight in all these directions, than 
ever before. 


In the preface to his famous diction- 
ary, Johnson wrote: “I am not so lost 
in lexicography as to forget that wo1ds 
are the daughters of earth, and that 
things are the sons of heaven.” There 
is a sort of slavish awe of the words 
of the Bible that i= fav froin being an 
intelligent regard for the things those 
words mean. This is a kind of idol- 
atry and, of course, full of mischief, 
like all idolatries. Nothing is so obsti- 
nate a misinterpreter of the Bible as 
a superstitious literalism. I care not 
for those two or three texts you have 
marked in red ink; tell me what is the 
undertone of the whole book. You can 
pick stray verses out of the seriptures 
that will damn the best saint and save 
the hardest sinner that ever lived. 
There is no crank or sectarian or mono- 
maniac that cannot find scattered pas- 
sages that seem surely to substantiate | 
him. Theeforfe, a man may know his 
Bible well and yet know nothing about 
it. The devil, it is said, is good at 
quoting holy writ. : 


No man is fit to draw conclusions 
ftom the Word of God until he has 
thespirit of God. He cannot rightly obey 
Christ’s words till he gets ‘‘the mind 
that was in Christ.” Like any other 
book, the Bible must be understood by 
placing ourselves in sympathy with it, 
trying to understand its general aim 
and drift, and construing all its parts 
by their relation to its main purpose, 
Paul plainly tells us that we cannot 
comprehend the things of God with- 
out the spirit. Therefore only the man 
who takes up this book with a desire 
to lead a better life, to be more of a 
man and less of an animal, to get into 
harmony with his Maker, only that 
man gets into the secret of the volume. 
The pettifogger can find a thousand 
discrepancies. The special pleader can 
see the Bible was written on purpose 
to build up his little sect. Every biased 
reader reads into it his bias. 


The inquisitors verily thought they 
did God’s service when they sentenced 
men to wrnameable tortures with 
scripture texts. The Puritans scriptu- 
rally burned witches. Papists and anti- 
papists in the good old days scriptu- 
rally went about the business of hack- 
ing and harrassing each other. So to- 
day all sorte of crazy-religious fad- 
dists, from the poor and miserable 
anchorites to thé prosperous and 
wealthy healers, are scriptural enough. 
The trouble with them all lies in their 
failure to grasp the spirit of the book. 
You must pierce beneaht the conflict- 
ing paradox of the letter to the under- 
tying unity of the spirit before you 
understand the Bible. 

And just this I believe the sané and 
healthy mind of this age has done. 
The average newspaper editorial writer 
and novelist and business man of to- 
day show the real gist of the Bible 
better than the scripture quoting theo- 
logical warriors in the days of old, who 
“Proved their doctrine othodox 
By apostolic blows and knocks, 
Compouniding sins they were inclined 


to 
By cpinping those you had no mind 


Inquisitor and witch-burner killed; 
writers age conserve—a striking il- 
lustration of the téxt: ‘The letter kill- 
eth but the spirit maketh alive.” 


Science has dorie ificalculable service 
to Bible study by forcing us to let go 
of the déar old fantastics and absurdi- 
ties that were men’s invention but re- 
vered as part of the Bible. Higher 
criticism has dealt a death blow to 
literalism. The real revelation of God 
in the Bible has been the gainer in all 
this. Common sense and reason and 
natural methods of interpretation have 
taken the place of text bandying. 

The Bible is better known today than 
ever before. System is well nigh om- 
nipotent. The international Sun- 
day-school lessons system has made 
a thousand Bible students where the 
old way of text conning made one, 
And we must remember that the Sun- 
day-school is only about a century and 
a@ half old. Millions of children now 
are in these schools whereas formerly 
the teaching of youth in scripture was 
very fragmentary. The various young 
people’s societies afte full of the Bible's 
spirit, and they aré a modern move- 
ment. Then there are many summer 
schools and Bible institutes and con- 
ferences; and the universities and the- 
ological schools afée also at this work. 


The Bible is more popular today than 
it has ever beeti. Bible ideas have bat- 
tered away the old heathen political 
economy. The laboring man has found 
out the Bible is “the poor man’s book.” 
Men of letters, once almost uniformly 
deistic, are how as a rile réspectful of 
religious sentiment, The tofie of. the 
great universities has changed from 
infidelity to revérencé in the main. 
Gladstone, Bismarck and MoKinley; 


the three most mentioned men of the 
world’s three leading hations, are out- 
spoken in their religious profession. 
But bétter than all this the whole tone 
of public opinion condemns what the 


it approves. The Bible has ingrained 
itself into public sentiment, not by the 


ditions of perfect liberty. Under mod- 
efh conditions of Hberty Bible ideas 
have made far greater strides than un- 
der government coercion. 

When people come to sense 
enough to quit trying to protect the 
truth by law and bolster it up by force 
of_ arms, when they give it a fair field 
and no favor, they find it is abundantly

The chart shows the normal wind di- 
rection for the coming month at each 
one of the weather-bureau stations and 
the number of stormy days that may 
be expected on different portions of the 
several lakes as Cetermined by the rec- 
orcs of the past twenty-seven years.

On the average five storms pass di- 
rectly over the lake region in October, 
a majority of which, however, can be 
safely weathered by the larger craft. 
Occasionally an October storm of un- 
usual severity sweeps over the lakes, 
endangering the safety of the strong- 
est vessels. In the last twenty years 
more. than a half dozen stich storms 
occurred in the month above tiamed. 
The storm of October 23 and 24, 1887, 
was probably one of the most wide- 
spread and severe for the season that 
has occurred within recent years. 

October is & month of transition 
from warm to cold—generally one of 
the most pleasant in the year. The 
change in winter conditions is notice- 
able on Lake Superior, where light 
snowstorms may occur at any time 
after the 15th. Snow falls in the vi- 
cinity of Marquette a little earlier than 
at other points to the westward. 

It has been observed as early as Sep- 
tember 13, both at rquette and 
Sault Ste. Marie. On lower Lake 
Michigan snow has fallen as early as 
October 6, but the average date for 
snow there is a month later. The 
average date of snow at the eastern 
end of Lake Erie is October 27, about 
ay days earlier than at the western 
end. 


WHEAT AND CORN. 


Estimate of the Year’s Crops by 
the Orange Judd Farmer. 
[ASSULIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


CHICAGO, Oct. 3—Thé Orange Juda 
Farmer, in its final estimate of the 
year’s crop, says that the figures based 
on actual threshing returns indicate a 
total yield of 589,000,000 bushels, 
which 378,530,000 bushels is winter and 
215,470,000 bushels spring wheat. With 
the exception of Illinois and Missouri 
the winter wheat yield represents the 
full capacity of the soil. 

The spring-wheat yield in Minnesota 
and the Dakotas has proven a disap- 
pointment, the aggregate being only 
129,000,000 bushels. The shortage there 
is in a measure counterbalanced by the 

ood yield in Nebraska, Oregon and 

ashington. _. 

The report says the corn orop is ex- 
ceedingly disappoirting, and an out- 
side estimate of 1,750,000,000 bushels. 
The drought during the past two 
months reduced the average condi- 
tion from 82.3 per cent. a month ago 
to 78.9 per cent. on October.

BOMBAY, Oct. 3.—[By Indian Ca- 
ble.) Henry Savage Landor, a_ well- 
known artist, traveler and writer, and 
the grandson of the celebrated Walter 
Savage Landor, has just returned to 
India after a terrible experience. 

He had undertaken an exploring tour 
in Thibet, but he was abandoned by 
ali the members of his company ex- 
cept two coolies. Finally the Thibetans 
arrested him by an act of treachery, 
gertenced him to death, and, after 
torturing him With hot irons, actually 
carried him to the execution ground. 

At almost the last minute, the exeou- 
tion was stopped by the Grand Llama, 
who commuted the sentence to torture 
by the “stretching log,”.a species of 
-fack, which injured Mr. Lanh- 

dor’s spine and limbs. After being 
chained for eight days, he was re- 
leased. 

Mr. Landor has no fewer than 
twenty-two wounds as the result of 
his torture. 7 |

Earthquake at Yokohama — Col. 
Denby Recovering froni His 
Illness—Rice Crops Damaged. 

A Riot at Swatowa, 


[ASSOUIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

TACOMA, Oct. 4—The steamship 
Victoria, which arrived today, brings 
news of a severe storm that prevailed 
Over Japan last month, and at sea, 
taking the form of a typhoon. The 
Principal damage, so far as hoted in 
ate papers, was at Tokio, where 376 
houses were totally destroyed and 3772 
partly damaged, an 14,303 hotises sub- 
merged. At Shidyouka there were 1060 
houses demolished and 4000 rendered 
practicaly worthless. In this district 
thirty-eight persons wete killed and 
forty-seven injured. In the Gifu prov- 
ince bridges were washed away, and 
the rice crop destroyed and other dam- 
age done. 

Yejir is practicaly in ruins. In Koi- 
shakawa 1500 houses were submerged, 
and in Ushigome 185 collapsed. Hardly 
a house in the concession escaped dam- 
age, the Presbyterian mission and Bap- 
tist schools suffering the worst. t 
oyama seventy-five houses were 
flooded. The telegraph wires were all 

rostrated and up to the sailing of the 

ictoria it had been impossible to 
learn the extent of the damage in the 
Outlying districts. 

Late Manila advices by the steamer 
Victoria today report fighting still. 
going on in the Philippines. A party 
of liberators attacked a convent at 
Paombong, which was bombarded by a 
detachment of Spanish, and after 4 
hot fight they captured the place, leav- 
ing twenty Spaniards dead on the field. 

At San Rafael a party of rebels un- 
der Gen. Natividad met a regiment of 
Spanish, and a desperate battle ensued 
which lasted several hours, until the 
royalists were obliged to flee and tirow 
away their arms to save their lives. 
The Spanish loss was 400 dead and 
wounded. 

In the Pampanga province there is a 
general révolt of the towns, owing to 
the cruelties of Col. Zeralde, who was 
recently promoted and made Governor 
of the center of Luzern. It is reported 
that when the municipal officers of the 
towns wenit to offer their homage, he 
ordered his troops to shoot them down, 
and none escaped. The delegations in 
the rear fled and joined the rebels. 

It is reported that the province of 
Camarinés has risen on account of thé 
executions of prominent citizens. 


STRAWS FROM THE ORIENT. 


at Yokohama—Riot at 


Swatowa, Chinn. 
[ASSOUIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
TACOMA (Wash.,) Oct. 3.—The 


steamer Victoria of the Northern Pa- 
cific line arrived from China and Japan 
this afternoon with ten European, 110 
Chinese and 43 Japanese passengers 
and 3000 tons of freight, consisting prin- 
cipally of tea, silks and curios. 

It is reported that 600 tons of freight 
intended for America was withheld 
because of the fear that the 10 per 
cent. duty would be charged. 

Passengers report that an earthquake 
occurred at Yokohama the day pre- 
vious to the ship’s departure. Reports 
of typhoons on all sides were heard. 

The Victoria brings Yokohama ad- 
vices up to September 18 as follows: 

Col. Denby, Minister for the United 
States, who has been seriously ill, is 
slowly recovering. 

The Emperor of China has forbidden 
all sorts of banquets and junketing, 
because an eclipse will occur on June 
22, 1898. An eclipse of the‘sun is said 
by the Chinese to be a proof of the 
wrath of heaven at the lack of virtue 
in a ruler. 

Owing to the recent advance in the 
price of grain at Shanghai, the Yo- 
rodszu correspondent reports the Chi- 


nese authorities have prohibited all ex- 


port of any cereals abroad. 

The Iwate country is said to have 
been visited by the tidal waves ushéred 
in by several earthquake shocks. No 
damage is reported, however. 

The Nichi-Nichi corespondent says 
Mr. Speyer is trying to further the 
spread of Roman Catholicism in Korea, 
and to cause the expulsion from the 
country of American Protestant mis- 
sionaries.

Sufferers from dysentery throughout 
Japan numbered 560,121 up to Septem- 
ber 14. In Tokio 22 per cent. of the 
cases have proved fatal. 

Col. John F. Gowoy, the new United 
States Consul-General, hae received his 
exchequer and assumed office. 

The government has included the ex- 
pense of new legations to be opened 
at Brussels, Madrid and Constantinople 
in the next year’s budget. 

Mr. Fujita, director of the sea prod- 
ucts bureau, and Prof. Midgukuri will 
be ordered to Washington shortly to 
represent the government in the fishery 
conference, 

The Chinese Colonial Department 
has been abolished by imperial or- 
dinance. 

Min Yan Ip has been appointed Min- 
ister for Korea to the six treaty pow- 
ers in Burope. 

The Chinese financial minister pro- 
poses the following increases of taxa- 
tion: That the land tax be increased 
by 1 per cent.; that the value of land 
be reassessed; that the sake tax be 
increased, the brewing of sake for 
household use being prohibited; that 
the tax On land for residential purposes 
in cities and towns be increased. It is 
reported that the Marquis Ito will join 
the present ministry. 

A census shows that there are 10,855 
foreign residents in the treaty ports 
of China.

Fully five hundred hunters left the 
city yesterday to slaughter quail on 
the hills and valleys about Los’ An- 
geles. The majority of the sportsmen 
will return this morning, and it is 
expected a great bag of game will 
have been made if the truth has been 
told about the abundance of game. 

Interest in the coming fair and race 
meeting is increasing as the opening 
day draws near. The directors of the 
Agricultural Association are preparing 
for the greatest fair ever held in Los 
Angeles. With 325 entries of running 
and light-harness horses, the prospects 
certainly justify the directors in mak- 
ing the arrangements now in process 
of completion. 

In baseball circles renewed interest 
has been awakened. The Merchants’ 
League is being rapidly formed, the 
games to be played at Fiesta Park in 
this city each Saturday and Sunday, 
and in all the adjoining towns which 
enter clubs in the tournament. A purse 
of $200 has been guaranteed to the 
winning club, and the terms are very 
liberal. 

Bicycling is about at a standstill. 
The East .Side Club races yesterday 
will probably end the bicycling sports 
for the season, unless the weather 
should. prove exceptionally fair, when. 
it is possible that the proposed Thanks- 
giving meet may be given. As the 
race track has to be torn up, how- 
ever, it is more than likely the Thanks- 
giving meet, if given at all, will be a 
purely local affair. It would hardly 
pay to bring the sprinters here in 
rainy weather 
track. However, as stated, all depends 
on the weather. 

An attempt has been made to give a 
genuine boxing carnival here during 
race week. A number of matches have 
been attempted, but the men who were 
so eager to get together a few weeks 
ago have since that time been pulling 
and quarreling over trifies until it is 
doubtful whether the bouts contem- 
plated can be arranged. One thing is 
certain. There will be no purses hung 
up for fake fights, and if the carnival 
is given at all there will be fun, and 
the money’s worth of it, for the lovers 
of the manly art. 


The Race Meet. 


The board of directors of the Agricul- 
tural Association met yesterday and 
spent half the day in discussing and 
settling unfinished business connected 
with the coming fair, which opens on 
October 14 and continues nine days. 
While all due attention is being given 
to the agricultural and other displays 
and liberal premiums are offered, the 
main interest centers in the race meet- 
ing. Heretofore Los Angeles has bee 
left out in the cold by racing men, al- 
though larger purses were offered here 
than anywhere else in the State. But 
the journey from San Francisco or 
Sacramento to Los Angeles is as hard 
on horses as a journey to Kansas City 
or St. Louis, and hence the stables of 
good horses that were to be wintered 
on this Coast have heretofore been 
shipped direct from the East to San 
Francisco. 

This year a number of racing men 
went to work to get the racing stables 
coming west to come by the way of 
Los Angeles. How well they have suc- 
ceeded is shown in the entries of horses 
that will actually start during the 
nine days of the fair. There are 325 of 
them and in that number are some of) 
the best horses known to the American 
race tracks. 

Over $23,000 is offered in purses, and 
in addition over-night races, with 
purses ranging from $500 to $1000, will 
be arranged for famous horses which 
‘are not entered in the stake events. 
Ben Benjamin has about completed ar- 
rangements for a 24-mile race, the cup 
distance, for one day during the fair. 
He is sure of six starters, and will 
probably have more. The purse will 
depend for its size upon the number of 
entries. 

At their session yesterday the di- 
rectors appointed L. J. Rose, Sr.; of 
Los Angeles, J. W. Wilson of Sacra- 
mento and J. W. Brooks of San Fran- 
cisco as judges of both running and 
harness races. The selections are ex- 

cellent. Mr. 
the owner of the great Stamboul and 
as a breeder and owner of fine racing 
stock. Mr. Wilson was one of the 
judges at the Ingleside track at San 
Francisco all of last year and will 
probably be over the wire there again 
this year. Mr. Brooks has long been 
the handicapper of the California 
Jockey Club and has also judged a 
hundred or two races on the Oakland 
and other fast tracks. 

The veteran starter, J. B. Ferguson, 
will manage the electric gate here, and 
will also assist in the harness races. 

Robert McGibbon, the announcer for 
both the Ingleside and Oakland tracks, 
was selected for the same duty here. 

Ben Benjamin, the well-known racing 
reporter, was appointed handicapper, 
and will also act as judge should any 
of the gentlemen named be disqualified 
for a race or absent. He will attend 
to the weighing in and out of the 
“jocks” and be a sort of all-round man 
on the track. 

’. Heretofore at the Los Angeles fairs 
the betting privileges have been sold 
to the highest bidder. This year the 
association will manage the betting. 
There will be auction pools and book- 
making. The former the association 
will handle, and the field book privi- 
leges and pool selling will be awarded 
today. <As for the books, any reliable 
book-maker, known to be responsible, 
will be allowed to make books at a 
rental of $100 per day. While the as- 
sociation does not fear any ‘‘welching,”’ 
atill it was decided to announce that 
should any book-maker skip ‘without 
paying his losses, the association will 
return to the betters only the actual 
money they wagered. Winnings would 
not be paid under such circumstances. 

The restaurant rivileges were 
awarded to Henry Edleman. He will 
construct a general dining-room and 
private rooms for families. He has 
given a guarantee that a first-class 
restaurant will be run at reasonable 
prices, and no “hashery."’ Carpenters 
are renege 2 at work on the new res- 
taurant, which will be under the grand 
stand. The bar privileges went with 
the restaurant.

OIL WELLS WILL CEASE PUMPING 
THIS MORNING. 


Compact Declares There is no 
Unwieluy Surplus—Action Taken 
to Aid New © 
land Cocoperates=Rev lew Notes.

The oil producers of Los Angeles held 
another business meeting Saturday 
afternoon at their headquarters in the 
eastern extension. Walter L. Young, 
chairman of the closing-down commit- 
tee, presided. The conference was con- 
vened pursuant to the action of a 
meeting of producers held one week 
ago. 

The paramount question at issue had 
reference to the agreement of Septem- 
ber 15, by the terms of which oil pump- 
ing and well drilling were suspended 
for thirty days. After the wells had 
been closed down for ten days the dis- 
covery was made that there was not 
sufficient oil above ground in the dis- 
trict to meet the urgent demands of 
consumers, and producers, em 
by written contracts, were suddenly 
confronted with impending forfeiture of 
contracts and heavy financial losses. 
Under the stress of this unexpected 
condition, a meeting of producers was 
called and the shut-down was raised 
for one week. The period of suspension 


of the closing-down compact expires at 


7 o'clock this morning, and Saturday‘s 
meeting was held for the purpose of 
determining future action. Interest in 
the subject had grown during the week 
of resumption of production, and it 
was emphasized by the largest gather- 
ing of oil producers ever assembled in 
this city. 

It was decided that the best 
interests of the oil industry would be 
subserved by renewing the shut-down, 
and all but a few wells of the district 
will cease pumping operations at 
o'clock this morning, subject to the dis- 
cretion of the new committee of con-
